Gross carelessness in the burning- of rubbish kindled a fire 


Friday afternoon, 
which, before 
a Portsmouth fire company, 


rushed to the scene on an N. & W. special, had stopped its ruthless 


fury, swept away practically all of the business and best residental 
section of the thriving- village of Otway, 
located 26 miles north- 


rest of this city. With their own meagre fire-fighting apparatus and 
bucket brigades like pigmies in the way of a devouring giant, the 
Otway citizens were forced to stand helpless after a few of their 
goods bad been dragged away and watch the flames devour their 
homes and stores, until enough hose was brought to the scene from 
Portsmouth to conquer the flames. 


WIND MADE EACH HOUSE A BLAST FURNACE 


Words are inadequate to describe the terrific force of the 


flames. The nigh wind that swept the fire along would turn each 
uniing- house into a blast furnace. The flames would lick up each 
frame dwelling in a few minutes, and then leap like a whirlwind 


of destruction onto the adjoining structure, not merely starting a 
blaze but seeming to envelop the next victim in a pillar of fire. 


Before such a conflagration small hose and buckets of water 


rcere puny weapons, absolutely useless, and toward the end the cit- 
izens stopped all efforts, except aiding 
the Portsmouth fighters 


with the hose, or putting out sparks that were swept far away from 


the scene of the conflagration. 


"COME HELP US" WAS MESSAGE. 


While most of Otway's citizens had not anticipated such a 


rapid spread of the flames a few realized the great danger and 
I 


sent out appeals for aid, to which Portsmouth 
and 
New Boston 


promptly responded. 


The Hilltop fire engine company was rushed to the burning 


village on a special N. & W. train, consisting of Engine No. 38, a 
flat car and passenger coach. The train crew consisted of Fred 
Goetz, engineer, P. G. Eckhart, conductor, Sherman Kelley, fire- 
man and J. L. Brown, brakeman and made the 21 mile run in 19 
minutes, after leaving Vera Junction. 
Aboard the special were 


J. T. Carey, the division superintendent, H. T. Eeinicker, assistant 
superintendent, Detectives Bob Reno and Andy Leslie and a few 
others. Only a minute's delay was experienced at Brookside due 
to a freight train passing.

CHIEF KOEENER ON THE JOB. 


Grasping 
the situation, and 


thoroughly enraged 
because his 


orders had been disobeyed, Chief 
Koerner called for aid from auto- 
mobiles nearby. Harry E. Tay- 
lor, in his big Kissel Kar had just 
reached the scene with a crew of 
reporters from The Times, and 
the driver, Garfield Baker, Orin 
Oakes and George M. Taylor of

the first auto Whizzed back to- 
ward Otway, completing the en- 
tire trip in- about thirty minutes.

THE SMALLEST BIG TOWN 


An inquiry by the postal department led to the 
discovery 


ihat Portsmouth is now the smallest big city in the United States. 
The statement appears contradictory, but when it is analyzed 
it 


is shown to be altogether logical. 
The, post office inquiry goes to 


the area and the population. Exact official figures give the city 
'an area of three and forty-seven-hundredths, or a trifle less than 
ijji-ee and a half square miles, and careful estimates place her 
population at 31,000. Federal census gives her 28,000, and adding 
to this the additional inhabitants 'gained by annexation and which 
are not included in the federal estimate, this gives the 
31,000. 


As there is only one other city, Be verly, 
Massachusetts, of 


a population as large as 20,000 and area as sriiall as three and a 
half acres, this makes Portsmouth the smallest big town. 
As a 


matter of fact there are only two cities, Portsmouth and Beverly, 
with 20,000. people, have a less area than five miles. 


It will surprise most citizens to learn how' small is the area 


of the Peerless, but the figures show' it beyond cavil. The extreme 
length of the city, from east to west, alonj the Ohio river, is a 
trifle over three miles, the .extreme width, which is approximately 
along Oituere street, lacks 20 feet of being a mile and a halt The 
shape of the city is'like the Hat part of an egg, divided in two, 
lengthwise, the bigger end being represented 
by "the Point"
